They are 
largely supplied from market-gardens, 
where: the crops are probably much as 
usual. The real importance of the Irish 
potato crop is as food for stock, Only 
a small fraction of the crop is allotted for 
human eonsum ption. Already the market 
for young, pigs is bad because of the 
general knowledge that potatoes for feed- 
ing them will be scarce. The rearing af 
stock in Ireland is to-day a matter of 
more than Irish importance, and it is of 
the first importance for Ireland's pros- 
perity in the coming year. It is in rela-, 
tion to the live stock of the country that 
the potato crop reports are grave. The 
shortage of roots will throw a great strain 
on the supplies of imported foods, and the 
consequent high- prices for Indian meal 
and oil seeds and cake will make things 
difficult for the farmers in the spring. 
They willbe well advised to put all their 
energies into the taking of catch-crops for 
spring feeding. We have said that the 
quantities of potatoes used for human 
consumption in Ireland is a small fraction 
of the whole. Still that fraction would 
be extremely useful to the farmers now, 
and it would have been a great service 
to the country if people who have

Rumania and Germany. 


The Rumanian commumiqués have con- 
sistently been models of trustworthiness 
and precision. They have based no ex- 
travagant claims upon successes; they 
have admitted reverses as frankly as any 
belligerent ever admits them. This circum- 
stance invests with a peculiarly encourag- 


advance. The splendidly stubborn rear- 
guard actions which the Rumanians have 
fought in the passes have already gone 
far towards depriving him of that oppor- 
tunity, and every day’s delay in his ad- 
vance now means a perfection of the 
Rumanian higher command’s arrangements 
for reorganising its defensive system and 
redistributing its forces. It would be too 
much to expect, in spite of the reassuring 
report from. Bukharest, that it should as 
yet be in a position to return fully to the 
offensive; but we may reasonably hope 
now that the crisis is past, and that the 
check to the enemy will be confirmed and 
gradually developed to’ our Ally's advan- 
tage. The weakness of General von 
Falkenhayn’s position—and, indeed, in- 
creasingly the weakness of all the enemy's 
operations—is numerical. The concen- 
tration under his command is credited with 
a strength of two hundred thousand men. 
Marshal von Mackensen in the Dobrudia is 
not believed. to dispose of more than one 
hundred thousand. Against this aggre- 
gate of three hundred thousand men on her 
two fronts Rumania can oppose a strength, 
when her Army is, as it must be by now, 
fully mobilised, of at least half a million 
men. With Russian support she should 
be in a numerical supefiority of nearly 
two to one, and she should soon be in a 
position to apply it. 

The stakes are high in this encounter | 
on Rumania’s frontier. We have already | 


considered what Germany stands to gain |

if her stroke succeeds : 
to the Allies if their latest recruit is sub- 
merged like Belgium, Serbia, and Monte- 
negro, and the consequent greatly needed 
gain of prestige by the enemy; the posses- 
sion 6f the rich Danubian harvest to eke 
out Germany's scanty store of food ; above 


) all, the enlargement of that “corridor” to 


the Orient which is her very life-line in the 
war, and is now potentially under threat. 
On the other hand, if what was meant to 
be a swift and crushing blow fails, like the 
offensives at Verdun and in the Trentino, 
for lack ofthe necessary strength to carry 
it through after the initial check; if Ger- 
many has tu reckon with the danger that 
the blow at Rumania may be not only 
warded off, but returned—in this event 
what does she stand to lese? The attack 
upon Rumania is the latest, and we may 
hope the last, in the enemy's series of 
desperate efforts to postpone the evil day 
when sheer dearth of men will compel her 
to accept a grimly defensive attitude in the 
presence of: inevitable defeat. These 
efforts do succeed in postponing that evil 
day ;- but, if in the upshot they fail, they 
ensure that the last phase, when it comes, 
will be a short phase. Germany, when 
Rumania entered the war, might have 
abandoned half Transylvania and estab- 
lished a short defensive front. Such an 
operation would have increased her 
strength available for general purposes of 
defence on all fronts. “She has preferred 
to embark the troops which she might have 
used to prolong her defence on an offensive 
campaign which, if it is defeated, will 
leave her with a longer Zront to hold, and 
less men available to hold it in common 
with the other fronts. Much the same 
process operates on the front of the 
Somme, The French have just carried 
Sailly-Saillisel, which the enemy had 
organised as a strong defence to Le 
Transloy, the next fortiess covering 
Bapaume and the plain of Cambrai on 
which the Allies’ operations are converg- 
ing. To delay for a week or two the Allied 
occupation of Bapaume and Péronne the 
Germans keep on throwing away men in 
utterly fruitless counter-attacks as boldly 
as ‘though their dépéts were still full to 
overflowing. Sir William Robertson has 
just said that we are now in the middle 
stage of the war. Germany's strategy 
makes that middle stage appear protracted 
and inconclusive ; but it ensures that the 
last stage shall be short and decisive, 


The Potato Crop. 
The unfavourable state of this year's

Sir Horace Plunkett.

Dillon’s wrath by the profound truth of 
his remark that Ireland will not prosper 
until: she “disinfects politics with 
common-sense.’’ He planted a sign-post 
on the road to political settlement when 
he said that “Anglo-Irish history is for 
Englishmen to remember, for Irishmen to 
forget.”

Letter from Sir Horace Plunkett. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TIMER. 

Six,—In your leading article of to-day you 
pay me the compliment of citing one of my 

“maxims.” It is that “ Irishmen should forget 
Irish history.” I never said this. The phrase 
is & misquotation frequently used—though, of 
course, not so used by you—to justify a 
misinterpretation of what 1 wrote in a book 
some years out of print. 

In the opening chapters of “ Ireland in the 
New Century” I tried to explain to English 
readers the present effect of the old land system, 
the commercial restrictions, and the penal laws. 
On their continuing influence upon our indus- 
trial character I founded our claim to further 
reparation. With my own. countrymen I 
pleaded that too much dwelling upon the past 
should now give way to a concentration on pre- 
sent opportunities and a hopeful outlook to the 
future. “To foster resentment,’ I wrote, “ in 
respect of these old wrongs is as stupid as was 
the policy which gave them birth; and, even if 
it were possible to distribute the blame among 
our ancestors, Í am sure we should do ourselves 
much harm, and no living soul any good in the 
reckoning.”’ Then, addressing myself, sa it 
were, to both peoples, I said, “ Anglo-Irish his- 
tory is for Englishmen to remember,*for Irish- 
men. to forget.” 

Nothing that I ever said or wrote has been so 
often cited as these ten words. But, for some 
obsoure reason, the “Anglo- '' is always omitted.

THE EXPORTATION OF IRISH 


POTATOES. 


STATEMENT BY MR. RUSSELL. 

In the House of Commons yesterday, 

Captain DONELAN asked the Vice-President 
of t Department of Agriculture (Ireland) 
whether he was aware that a large proportion 
of this year’s potato crop in Ireland was dis- 
eased and unfit for food, and whether, in view 
of the scarcity of other articles of food and 
the prospect of a still greater scarcity in the 
spring, he would recommend that immediate 
steps be taken to prohibit the exportation of 

tatoes from Ireland. 

Mr. RUSSELL—The condition of the potato 
crop im Ireland, whilst giving rise to anxiety, 
does not appear to warrant the use of the 
term “ failure ” in the question. The mid- 
October reports show that generally ra 
the yield is poor and disappointing. On some 
soils where disease-resisting vurieties were 
planted, and where also spraying was effectively 
done, the crop is described as satisfactory, but 
it cannot be overlooked that the broken weather 
of September and its low temperature, as well 
as the excessive rainfall since October set in, 
must. have an injurious effect upon the final 
crop return. The period of lifting the potatoes 
has now arrived, and until that process has 
gone further it is at “gi to say with any- 
thing like accuracy what the outloek really is. 
Tn to export, I would point out to the 
hon. gentleman that the Department have no 
power to prohibit the export of sound potatoes, 
and that, after ali, with a yield last year of 
3,716,463 tons, there was only a balance of 
250,000 tons available for export without re- 
stricting supplies in human consumption and 
stock-feeding. I must ask the hon. gentleman 
to be satisfied with the assurance that the De- 
partment are fully aware of the grave import- 
ance of the matter, and that the position is 
being carefully watched and reported upon in 
every district of the country.

RUMANIANS STAND FIRM. 


Yesterday's Bukharest communiqué :'— 

North and North-Western Front—At ‘Tolgyes 
and Bicós there were artillery. duels. One of 
our detachments crossing the mountains sur- 
prised the enemy troops, and attacked them 
with the bayonet, destroying twelve of their 
guns with their limbers, and killing the horses. 
The detachment then withdrew, carrying off 
600 prisoners. 

A detachment ettacking the Goloasci Ridge, 
in the Trom Valley, surprised the enemy, and 
captured 300 prisoners and a number of machine 
guns. 

In Uzal Valley we repulsed enemy attacks. 
In the Oituz Valley fighting continues with ex- 
treme violence. In the Vrancea there were 
minor frontier actions. At’ Tablabutzi there 
were light engagements. In the Buzeu Valley 
there were artillery actions. At Bratocea and 
Predelus the situation is unchanged. 

At Predeal we drove back © beyond 
frontier small enemy units, which were advanc- 
ing Wowards Clabueco Tultauruli. In the Bran 
Pass we gained ground. In the direction of 
Dragoslauele small enemy columns whieh had 
advanced towards the Soar Pass were stopped. 
On the rest of the front the situation is un- 
changed. On the southern and south-western 
front the situation is unchanged.

THE FIGHT FOR SAILLY- 
SAITLLISEL. 


The .finel .capture aí Sailly-Saillisel was a 
very fine feat of arms accomplished by General 
Favolies’ Army, says the Duily Tél-graph’s Own 
Correspondent in Paris. The first houses of the | 
village were taken on Sunday night from three 
sides. After that, the remainder of the village 
was conquered foot by foot. Each house had 
been turned into a miniature fortress bristling 
with about 150 machine guns, and ali the houses | 
had to be stormed one by one. The enemy 
counter-attacked over and over again furiously 
with gas and liquid fire. 


OUTRAGE ON BRUSSELS

to them lists of their depositors, and the 
amounts standing in their names, whether in 
securities or-coin. The directors of the banks ' 
refused unanimously to comply with this re- | 
quest, but on the day of the expiration of the 
time limit allowed by the military each bank 
was visited by a German officer and four 
soldiers, who took by force the required names. 


KING GEORGE AND THE 
TSAR, 

A Petrograd telegram of Thursday's date 

says-The ‘sar received Sir George Buchanan, 
British Ambassador,, ab the Imperial Head- 
quarters today, when the Ambassador pre- 
sented. the Grand Cross of the Order of the 
Bath to His Majesty as Commander-in-Chief of 
the Russian Navy.. Addressing His Majesty, Sir 
George Buchanan said—In presenting Your 
Majesty last February with the baton of « 
British Fiald-Marshal the King desired to mark 
his warm feelings of admiration for Your 
Majesty's heroic armies, and in* now asking 
Your Majesty to accept this high military de- 
coration His Majesty wishes more especially to 
express his lively yeppreciation of the services | 
rendered by Your Majesty's Navy. In spite of | 
the great numerical superiority of the German 
Fleet, Your Majesty's Baltic Fleet 
repulsed with loss all its attacks 
Riga, and has _ carried out successful 
reids, and barred its entrance to the Gulf of 
Finland. Like the British Fleet in the North 
Sea, Your Majesty’s Fleet has kept watch and 
ward in the Baltic, and though still unable to 
fight in line, the two fleets are acting together 
in close ‘co-operation. British submarines, 
moreover, "have penetrated into the Balti-, 
where they are proud to fight under 
erders of the Comniander-in-Chief of 
Majesty's naval forces in those waters.
